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Welcome to Issue 1 7 of Back 
to Prabhupada (BTP). On 
page 5 of this issue we high- 
light a very important admis- 
sion by the GBC, that their aban- 
donment of Srila Prabhupada's 
ritvik system for their guru pro- 
gram was not based on any order 
from Srila Prabhupada. Though 
we have been saying this from 
the very start, it is nice to final- 
ly hear the GBC agree with us. Of 
course, this does not mean the 
GBC will be making any chang- 
es, since they still assume that it 
is "implicit" (read: 'we have no ev- 
idence') that Srila Prabhupada 
wanted their guru system, even 
if Srila Prabhupada did not actu- 
ally order it. One has to admire 
the chutzpah of the GBC to per- 
petrate and continue with a guru 
hoax, whilst admitting they had 
no order to do so! 

Devotees usually cannot be- 
lieve it when they first hear about 
the Great Guru Hoax. Their initial 
reaction is that corruption, cheat- 
ing and falsity is what one expects 
to find in the material world, and 
not in the spiritual movement 
which is supposed to combat such 
illusion (please see our "Coming 
to Prabhupada" story on page 
8). Surely the Krishna conscious- 
ness movement is the last place 
one would expect to find such il- 
lusion? Actually, throughout his- 
tory we can understand that hi- 
jacking religiosity is a most effec- 
tive and common form of cheat- 
ing. Thus we read in the Srimad - 
Bhagavatam: 

"When King Indra was taking 
away the horse, he dressed him- 
self to appear as a liberated per- 
son. Actually this dress was a form 
of cheating, for it falsely created an 
impression of religion. [...] Indra 
took up the saffron-colored dress 
as a way of cheating others. This 
saffron dress has been misused by 
many imposters who present them- 
selves as liberated persons or incar- 
nations of God. In this way peo- 



ple are cheated. As we have men- 
tioned many times, the conditioned 
soul has a tendency to cheat; there- 
fore this quality is also visible in a 
person like King Indra. It is under- 
stood that even King Indra is not lib- 
erated from the clutches of material 
contamination. [. . .] Cheating san- 
nyasis and yogis have existed since 
the time ofPrthu Maharaja's sacri- 
fice. This cheating was very foolish- 
ly introduced by King Indra." 
[Srimad-Bhagavatam 4.19.12) 

Following the departure of 
Lord Chaitanya, His movement 
was hijacked by various deviant 
groups, in particular the prakrta- 
sahajiya-sampradaya,vjh\ch made 
a mockery of Gaudiya Vaisnavism 
in the name of Lord Chaitanya. 
Later, after the departure of Srila 
Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati, the 
Guru of Srila Prabhupada, his 
Gaudiya Matha movement was 
also hijacked by persons who de- 
viated from his order and made a 
mockery of the movement, for as 
Srila Prabhupada states: 

"The result is now everyone is 
claiming to be acarya even though 
they may be kanistha adhikari with 
no ability to preach. In some of the 
camps the acarya Is being changed 
three times a year. Therefore we 
may not commit the same mis- 
take in our ISKCON camp. Actually 
amongst my Godbrothers no one is 
qualified to become acarya." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, April 28th, 1974) 

And now, following the de- 
parture of Srila Prabhupada, the 
same hijacking has come to pass 
in ISKCON, where a mockery is be- 
ing made of the movement, with 
cheating, imposter gurus and san- 
nyasis, commercialisation, demi- 
god worship, and yes, also for 
many devotees, the "acarya be- 
ing changed three times". Srila 
Prabhupada explains that the 
most dangerous cheaters are 
those who outwardly accept the 
truth, not those who reject it: 

"The Buddhists are called athe- 
ists because they have no respect 



for the Vedas, but those who defy 
the Vedic conclusions, as above 
mentioned, under the pretense of 
being followers of the Vedas, are 
verily more dangerous than the 
Buddhists." 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam, Introduction) 

Therefore, since ISKCON is to- 
day deviating from the order of 
Srila Prabhupada, by their adopt- 
ing the dress of sannyasis and ex- 
ternally accepting and even wor- 
shipping Srila Prabhupada, they 
are the most dangerous cheaters. 
For not only will no one suspect 
that they could be deviating from 
Srila Prabhupada, but their cheat- 
ing will have the maximum effect 
since they are using the power of 
Srila Prabhupada's name to cheat. 

In the world today people are 
suffering because they are being 
cheated by various governments, 
leaders, scientists etc. But that 
cheating pales in comparison to 
the cheating endured by devotees 
in the name of Srila Prabhupada. 
This is the most dangerous cheat- 
ing, for here the living entity is ac- 
tually seeking the ultimate relief 
from maya (illusion), only to find 
even moremoyo! Consequently, 
the IRM's priority is to combat this 
most dangerous cheating, and 
thereby give devotees the genu- 
ine relief from maya they are ea- 
gerly seeking. 

Thus we should not be sur- 
prised that Kali (the personifica- 
tion of cheating and illusion) has 
entered ISKCON, for that is the 
place it needs to be most to thwart 
Lord Chaitanya's movement. And 
wholesale deviation from the or- 
ders of Srila Prabhupada has en- 
sued, beginning with the Great 
Guru Hoax.

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As stated in the BTP Special 
Issue (proof 6), the GBC had 
withdrawn their position paper on 
how they were authorised by Srila 
Prabhupada to act as diksa gurus, 
On My Order Understood, because 
they accepted it contained "lies". 
It was this paper that The Final 
Order, the IRM's position paper, 
defeated, and the GBC officially 
withdrawing their paper merely 
confirmed this defeat: 

"RESOLVED: "On My Order- 
Understood" is replaced as official 
GBC policy by the following state- 
ment: The GBC officially accepts 
the following conclusions about 
continuing the disciplic succession: 
[. . .] the GBC concludes that Srila 
Prabhupada intended his disciples 
to become "regular Gurus" after he 
physically departed." 
[GBC Resolution 409, 2004] 

The entire paper was replaced 
only with the paper's conclusion, 
with all the evidence offered to 
support this conclusion (that Srila 
Prabhupada can be replaced as 
ISKCON's diksa Guru) simply re- 
moved; evidence for which the pa- 
per had relied entirely on the May 
28th, 1977 conversation. We have 
now discovered that the GBC were 
forced to withdraw their paper af- 
ter agreeing with an analysis of 
the paper and the May 28th con- 
versation given by HH Jaydavaita 
Swami ("JS") in an e-mail dated 
December 13th, 2003. This anal- 
ysis is reproduced in the tinted 
panels, with JS's quotes from the 
paper itself prefixed by ">". 

Load of bull 

>"Srila Prabhupada said he 
> would give his 'order'. 

Oh, bull! What Srila Prabhupada 
said was, "Because in my 
presence one should not 
become guru, so on my behalf, 
on my order... Amara ajnaya 
guru haya. Be actually guru, but 
by my order." How does that 
equal "I will give my order"? 



So the GBC accept that Srila 
Prabhupada did not state he will 
give any order for diksa gurus, and 
it is "bull"to claim otherwise. 

No order 

>When Srila Prabhupada was 
>asked who would initiate after 
>his physical departure he 
>stated he would "recommend" 
>and give his "order" to some of 
>his disciples who would 
>initiate on his behalf during 
>his lifetime and afterwards as 
>"regular gurus," whose 
>disciples would be Srila 
>Prabhupada's grand-disciples. 

Again, this is what we might 
reasonably *conclude* from 
what Srila Prabhupada stated. 
But it is *not* directly what he 
stated. 

Srila Prabhupada did not or- 
der theritviks (officiating priests) 
to become "regular gurus"and ini- 
tiate their own disciples. 

Never says it 

Srila Prabhupada never quite 
comes out and says: "select some 
of you to take up the service of 
initiating new disciples," does 
he? Yes, I agree it's implicit. 

Again, Srila Prabhupada au- 
thorising ritviks to turn into diksa 
gurus is at best "implicit", mean- 
ing it is not Srila Prabhupada's or- 
der but the GBC's interpretation. 

Jive talking 

What he "recommended" some 
disciples to do was "to act as of- 
ficiating acaryas." 

(TKG:"ls that called rtvik-acarya?" 
SP: "Rtvik, yes.") (from May 28th 
conversation). 

Now, I agree that what His Divine 
Grace intended by this was that 
these rtviks, after his departure, 
would initiate disciples on their 



own and that this is implicit in 
the conversation. But then, say 
so, for crying out loud. Don't try 
to jive me ... 

Again, Srila Prabhupada nev- 
er stated that the ritviks would be- 
come diksa gurus, but rather it is 
assumed that it is "implicit" that 
this was what was "intended". 

Only named ritviks 

> "After Srila Prabhupada named 

> some disciples to initiate. . ." 

This is a finesse. To initiate 
*whom*? In context (events 
in July 1977), the only 
straightforward answer is "To 
initiate people who would then 
become Srila Prabhupada's 
disciples." 

The only persons actually or- 
dered were ritviks, and not gurus. 

Wishful fabrication 

>"Thus, by delegating that duty 
>to the GBC, Srila Prabhupada 
>personally detailed the 
>procedure for increasing the 
>number of initiating guru. 

Is this an outright fabrication 
or not? That Srila Prabhupada 
"personally detailed the 
procedure for increasing the 
number of initiating guru[s]" is 
something we can only wish. Or 
falsely tell the Society he did." 

JS states that Srila Prabhupada 
never gave the GBC a procedure 
for increasing the number of initi- 
ating gurus, and to say otherwise 
is just a fabrication. (This, howev- 
er, did not stop JS from relying on 
the GBC "increasing the number 
of initiating gurus" to become a 
GBC voted-in initiating guru him- 
self, or from allowing his own 
disciple, HH Kadamba Kanana 
Swami, to also become a GBC vot- 
ed-in guru!) 



Playing games with the truth 

Again, what I object to is that 
the GBC resolution takes what 
it wishes us to conclude from 
the conversation, turns it into a 
crystal-clear statement, and then 
tells us that Srila Prabhupada 
made it. This, to me, is "playing 
games with the truth." 

The GBC's paper was simply 
pretending that Srila Prabhupada 
had said what the GBC wished he 
had said. 

Conclusion 

This is an amazing admission, 
since the GBC's guru program is 
based on the ritviks appointed by 
Srila Prabhupada ceasing to act in 
this capacity because they were 
supposedly ordered in the May 
28th conversation to transmogri- 
fy into diksa gurus (Modifications 
'A' and 'B' of The Final Order). The 
GBC have now accepted JS's argu- 
ments that the May 28th conver- 
sation contains no order to this ef- 
fect, and thus their abandonment 
of Srila Prabhupada's ritvik sys- 
tem is based only on their mind- 
reading what Srila Prabhupada 
supposedly "implicitly intended". 
Since the active principle in spir- 
itual life is the order of the spirit- 
ual master (C.c. Adi-lila, 1 2:1 0), the 
lack of an order renders the GBC's 
guru program unauthorised, and 
thus the ritvik system it displaced 
must be immediately re-institut- 
ed in ISKCON. 

The very fact that the GBC 
had withdrawn their posi- 
tion paper and offered no al- 
ternative detailing how Srila 
Prabhupada authorised them 
to be diksa gurus was in itself 
enough to render their position 
defeated. That the GBC now ac- 
cept that this lack of a position 
is due entirely to a lack of ev- 
idence, ensures this defeat is 
now established as a perma- 
nent historical fact. 
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Demigod worship spreads to 
ISKCON Hungary 

In the last issue of BTP, we 
showed photographic evi- 
dence of the continuing influence 
of demigod worship in ISKCON, 
with the altar deities of Radha and 
Krishna in ISKCON Abentheuer, 
Germany being dressed and wor- 
shipped as Mother Parvati and 
Lord Shiva. Opposite, we pro- 
vide yet more photographic ev- 
idence of the growing influence 
of demigod worship in ISKCON, 
this time at the ISKCON Hungary 
farm run by GBC voted-in guru HH 
Sivarama Swami, where deities of 
Goddess Durga and Lord Shiva 
(Shiva-lingam) were brought in 
procession into the temple. The 
temple authorities have justified 
the worship of these demigods by 
claiming that they are worship- 
ping them as persons who can 
help them in their Krishna con- 
sciousness: 

"Actually we worship Lord 
Siva as Gopisvara Mahadeva and 
Yogamaya devi. Lord Siva is the 
best of the vaisnavas [...] Yoga- 
maya devi can remove the illu- 
sion of the material world from us. 
That's why we worship Them." 
(New Vraja-dhama, ISKCON Hungary, 
August 18th, 2007) 

But Srila Prabhupada has not 
sanctioned the worship of demi- 
gods in ISKCON temples, regard- 
less of the reason for worshipping 
them. 

"[...] this Krsna conscious- 
ness movement simply advo- 
cates worship of Krsna to the 
exclusion of the demigods." 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam, 4.31.14 purport) 

BTP readers force book with- 
drawal 

Satsvarupa Das / Goswami's 
("SD") book Sanatorium has been 
in circulation since 2005, and was 
even "assigned reading" last year 
at ISKCON's premier institute of 
"higher learning", Bhaktivedanta 
College in Belgium. However,

earlier this Spring, in BTP 15, we 
highlighted that this book con- 
tained explicit sexual scenes and 
references. This forced the GBC's 
Executive Committtee to issue 
the following statement just 
weeks after 1 0,000 copies of BTP 
1 5 hit the Vaisnava world: 

By the GBC EC -7/7/07 

In response to some devotees 
concerns regarding his book 
Sanatorium, Satsvarupa Maharaja 
has given the following 
comment and has also decided 
to withdraw from circulation any 
remaining copies of the book. 

Dear Devotees, 

Please accept my humble 

obeisances. All glories to Srila 

Prabhupada. 

I have come to realize that my 

book "Sanitorium" contains 

explicit sexual scenes and 

references. I am sorry I have 

written it. I apologize and 

promise not to write a book like 

this again.

It should be noted from the fol- 
lowing explanation regarding 
the GBC statement, that the GBC 



only acted because of'significant 
numbers"of devotees - meaning 
BTP readers - protesting: 

"The statement itself was 
posted due to significant num- 
bers expressing concern about 
some of the content of the 
book..." (Praghosa Das, disciple of SD 
and GBC member, July 1 0th, 2007) 

The power to kick out the 
guru hoax and reinstate Srila 
Prabhupada is in your hands, 
dear readers. 

Why isn't ISKCON guru 
banned? 

As reported in BTP 14, dev- 
otees who are suspected of be- 
lieving that Srila Prabhupada is 
ISKCON's Guru are not even al- 
lowed to enter ISKCON's tem- 
ples in the UK unless they sign a 
'Confidential Agreement', titled 
"Terms and Conditions of entry 
to ISKCON temples/centres in the 
UK". One of the clauses of this 
'Confidential Agreement' states: 

"I will not directly or indi- 
rectly make any detrimental or 
derogatory statements about 
ISKCON or its members." 

HH Jayadvaita Swami, an 
ISKCON guru, stated the follow- 
ing in his 2006-2007 report to the 
ISKCON Sannyasa Ministry: 

"This year certain things 
done (and not done) by the 



GBC body and by some of its 
members and functionaries 
have sorely alienated me. I see 
sustained and determined be- 
havior I look upon as spiritual- 
ly offensive, philosophically off 
track, ethically crummy, and 
pragmatically ill advised." 

To say that the whole GBC 
body and some of its members 
and functionaries are engaging in 
behaviour which is "spiritually of- 
fensive, philosophically off track 
and ethically crummy", certain- 
ly qualifies as "derogatory state- 
ments about ISKCON or its mem- 
bers". The GBC, however, have not 
banned Jayadvaita Maharaja from 
entering ISKCON temples in the 
UK, demonstrating the hypocrit- 
ical double standard behaviour 
which has been the hallmark of its 
unauthorised guru program. 

GBC continues to lie 

"Srila Prabhupada start- 
ed something revolutionary; a 
multi-guru system all serving 
under a governing body." 

(Badrinarayan Das, GBC, "Report from the 
Parallel Lines of Authority Committee", July 
7th, 2007) 

Now let us see where Srila 
Prabhupada supposedly "started 
a multi-guru system'". We know 
it was not with the first 1 1 guru 
hoaxers (Great Guru Hoax, part 
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1), because even the GBC have 
accepted that Srila Prabhupada 
did not order them to be gurus 
(please see page 5). And it could 
not have been the current multi- 
guru system we have in ISKCON, 
because this was started solely 
by the GBC (the Great Guru Hoax, 
part 2): 

"...any GBC can present a 
diksa guru candidate before the 
GBC body. [...] and upon ma- 
jority approval of the body, he 
may take up the responsibilities 
of an initiating guru in ISKCON." 
(GBC Resolution No. 3, March 30th, 1986) 

Note the above is a resolu- 
tion crafted solely by the GBC, 
and they make no claim that it 
comes from an order given by 
Srila Prabhupada. For as we saw 
on page 5; the GBC have accept- 
ed HH Jayadvaita Swami's ar- 
gument that to claim that "Srila 
Prabhupada personally detailed 
the procedure for increasing the 
number of initiating guru[s]" is an 
"outright fabrication". 

Therefore, the GBC themselves 
accept there is no evidence that 
Srila Prabhupada ordered a mul- 
ti-guru system, and yet they keep 
stating this lie, hoping that by re- 
peating this lie enough, people 
will come to accept this lie. In this 
they are relying on the teachings 
of Hitler's propagandist Joseph 
Goebbels, who said: 

"If you tell a lie big enough and 
keep repeating it, people will even- 
tually come to believe it." 

And for the best part of the 
last 30 years, this Goebellian tech- 
nique worked, with ISKCON hav- 
ing been conned by the Great 
Guru Hoax, parts 1 and 2. But the 
IRM has now destroyed this lie 
with the truth, and consequently 
more and more devotees are no 
longer willing to believe this lie. 




Latest guru deviation: Break 
the regulative principles

Seems very wrong 
to me, and I try to explain it as 
such, but honestly I have had 
experiences that incline me to 
think that there are devotees 
more advanced than me in 
this Society who have different 
lines to Prabhupada."

We continue to report many 
ways in which ISKCON today 
continues to deviate from Srila 
Prabhupada's orders, in addi- 
tion to the root deviation of tak- 
ing his position as the Guru for 
ISKCON. Here we see one ISKCON 
guru stating that other ISKCON 
gurus are telling their disciples 
to break the regulative princi- 
ples (in the above case, the reg- 
ulative principle of "no illicit sex", 
which Srila Prabhupada defines 
thus: "Illicit sex means not pro- 
ducing for children but for en- 
joyment. That is sinful"). Though 
the ISKCON guru reporting this 
accepts that such activity is "very 
wrong", he also excuses it by stat- 
ing that there may be more ad- 
vanced devotees who have "dif- 
ferent lines to Prabhupada". So 
not only are ISKCON gurus en- 
couraging their disciples to break 
the regulative principles, other 
gurus are also thinking that such 
activity could possibly simply be 
an example of "different lines to 
Prabhupada". Though devotees 
will naturally be shocked by such 
deviations, as we have repeated- 
ly stated we should not be sur- 
prised any more at any deviation 
we currently find in ISKCON, when 
the very movement today is itself 
founded on the biggest possible 
deviation - that of removing Srila 
Prabhupada as the Guru of his 
own movement! 
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Hardcore Hare Krishna in Holland

I was born and raised in Holland 
by parents who were very liber- 
al in allowing me to discover life 
for myself. It was at age 12 or 13 
that I began to question our west- 
ern lifestyle and all the things I 
was taught in school, like hav- 
ing a career and pursuing happi- 
ness through material enjoyment. 
I never saw a point in this. I was at 
a very young age already search- 
ing for an alternative to find the 
answers to life, and got involved 
in the punk/left wing politics 
scene and the fight against rac- 
ism and social injustice. But I nev- 
er did find any satisfying answers 
or a real alternative here. 

My journey into self-realiza- 
tion started in 1987 after reading 
an interview with the punk rock 
(hardcore) band the Cro-Mags 
in a German punk fanzine called 
Zap magazine. In this interview 
the band talked about needing a 
Guru, Lord Krishna and vegetari- 
an food. However, I could not re- 
late the image I had of this band 
through their videos I saw on 
MTV with what they were speak- 
ing about in the interview. I was 
growing up in a scene that was to- 
tally atheist and strongly against 
any form of religion, and hence 
I couldn't understand why this 
band was speaking about God. 

At this time, I lived in a small 
city in the middle of Holland and 
had never seen a Hare Krishna 
devotee in my life. I guess the 
first time I ever heard the term 
"Hare Krishna" was in a Dutch 
song called "Big City" which de- 
scribed life in Amsterdam, and it 
stated how the "Hare Krishnas" 
were distributing pamphlets tell- 
ing how you should be happy 
but weren't happy themselves, or 
something like that. But it was to 



be some years later before I un- 
derstood what that song meant! 
Anyway, after reading the inter- 
view I was very interested to find 
more about this Guru and Krishna 
so I went to the local library and 
found some books by His Divine 
Grace A.C Bhaktivedanta Swami 
Prabhupada. The first book I read 
was The Science of Self-Realization 
and what I read in that book to- 
tally amazed'me - it was some- 
thing I had never heard before, 
something they didn't teach you 
at school, although I had taken 
classes about religion. The book 
was saying that you weren't the 
body and that your true identity is 
the soul. It was the first time in my 
life that I read a book and learned 
something that really made sense 
to me. It was the strong but easy- 
to-understand argumentation of 
Srila Prabhupada that made a big 
impression on me. I was hooked, 
and in Krishna consciousness I 
found both the rejection of the 
exploitative western lifestyle and 
an alternative which made sense 
to me. 

It wasn't until 1989, how- 
ever, that I first came into con- 
tact with ISKCON when I went to 
Amsterdam to get some records 
with some friends. I bought a 
few more books and got an invi- 
tation for the Sunday feast. I then 
started visiting ISKCON temples in 
Europe and finally also started to 
chant. However, I could not put 
my finger on it at the time, but 
something just didn't feel right 
with ISKCON, and this prevented 
me from going further. Although 
I was totally into the philosophy, 
I could not relate to the ISKCON 
swamis and "gurus" whose class- 
es I heard. They could not com- 
pete with the Srila Prabhupada 
that I knew from all the books I 
had read. Further, the movement 
as I experienced it did not match 
up with the picture I got from 
reading Srila Prabhupada's books. 
The whole experience for me was 



strange because I am a very pas- 
sionate person and when I come 
into contact with something I 
am convinced by, my nature is to 
jump in with both feet, and em- 
brace it fully without reservation. 
But for some reason, even though 
I was 1 00% convinced by the phi- 
losophy, with ISKCON I kept my 
distance. 

At the same time I also be- 
came a punk rock (hardcore) mu- 
sician myself and began perform- 
ing all over Europe. In this way, I 
also came into contact with dev- 
otees who had got initiated be- 
cause of the whole "Krishna- 
core" hype which was occurring 
in ISKCON in the '90s, but most of 
them subsequently dropped out. 

I had come to the conclu- 
sion that if I was going to take 
a Guru it had to be someone 
like Prabhupada. Superficially, 
this made me think that there- 
fore it should be a Guru who was 
born an Indian. Therefore, when 
near the end of the '90s I came 
in contact with someone from 
the Gaudiya Matha and their 
Indian gurus, I became interest- 
ed. Srila Prabhupada's departed 
Godbrother Sridhara Maharaja's 
organisation was active in 
Holland, and I began associating 
with them and attending their 
Sunday programs. They seemed 
to be offering "deeper" knowledge 
than what I had heard in ISKCON. 
Then the successor to Sridhara 
Maharaja, Govinda Maharaja, vis- 
ited Holland, and I spent a week 
associating with him and the dev- 
otees. Since I thought I needed an 
"Indian" guru, I was encouraged 
to take initiation from Govinda 
Maharaja, which I did. However, 
at the time I remember it feel- 
ing cheap since I never thought 
it would be so "easy" to get initiat- 
ed. I only had to chant 4 rounds, 
and the rules were not as strict as 
those given by Srila Prabhupada. 

Having been told both 
by ISKCON and the Gaudiya 



Matha that I could never have 
Prabhupada as my Guru, I took 
one which at the time seemed 
to come as close as possible to 
Srila Prabhupada, and Govinda 
Maharaja seemed to fit the 
bill. I was falsely told that Srila 
Prabhupada said to his disciples 
that after he left his body they 
should go to Sridhar Maharaja 
for advice and take shelter from 
him; and that since now that 
neither Srila Prabhupada nor 
Sridhara Maharaja were availa- 
ble, I could find the combination 
of both Sridhar Maharaja and Srila 
Prabhupada in Govinda Maharaja. 
But that was something I nev- 
er saw. In fact, the only proof I 
got of this was a picture with the 
three of them together! They told 
me that Srila Prabhupada mere- 
ly smashed the western ego and 
"paved the way", and then Sridhar 
Maharaja gave us the deep 
and profound knowledge, and 
Govinda Maharaja is the combi- 
nation of both giving us pure love. 
Interestingly, all other branches of 
the Gaudiya Matha, such as the 
Narayana Maharaja group, make 
exactly the same claim about 
their "living successors" as well! 
Somehow, I always felt like they 
simply used Srila Prabhupada and 
although they gave him all credit 
for spreading Krishna conscious- 
ness to the western world, they 
then would add as a proviso that 
his teachings and "regulations" 
were not so applicable, and a dif- 
ferent approach based only on 
"pure love" was required. Which 
was the opposite of what I was 
thinking, since I was of the opin- 
ion that especially in these cur- 
rent times, there should be very

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strict regulation and discipline! 

After my initiation, I could not 
help but still feel that my heart 
belonged to Srila Prabhupada 
alone, and I remember that eve- 
ry time a lecture mentioned Srila 
Prabhupada it caught my atten- 
tion more than any other subject. 
The matha had no real preach- 
ing mission in Holland and I got 
no real instructions after my initi- 
ation except that I was part of the 
"family" now. Which meant that 
for spiritual guidance I was forced 
to take shelter of Prabhupada's 
books again. In addition, many 
of the members, who were ex- 
ISKCON, would simply speak 
of how bad ISKCON and its gu- 
rus were, but there was no alter- 
native service which was mak- 
ing me spiritually alive again, or 
even bringing me closer to Srila 
Prabhupada. So again, something 
didn't feel right and after a while I 
kept my distance again and be- 
came disappointed. 

So there I was, totally con- 
vinced about the philosophy of 
Krishna consciousness and the 
teachings of Srila Prabhupada, 
but without a right "movement" 
where I could feel at home. So 
with this disappointment, I fell 
back into a karmi lifestyle and 
hardly chanted anymore. Yet 
the respect and appreciation 
for Srila Prabhupada remained. 

A few years later, I was surfing 
the Internet and saw an advertis- 
ing banner saying Prabhupada 
Lives which immediately grabbed 
my attention. This led to the 
website of the ISKCON Revival 
Movement (IRM), and what I read 
there was shocking! For I could 
never believe that something like 
this big Guru Hoax could happen 
in a movement which I saw as 
something pure. How wrong and 
naive could I have been?! I no- 
ticed there was a magazine about 
the subject and also a book called 
The Final Order. I also obtained 
the address of the IRM temple in 
New York, and by strange coinci- 
dence I was due to go to New York 
in about 3 weeks, so I saw it as 



Krishna's arrangement and decid- 
ed to write and ask if I could pick 
up the magazine and The Final 
Order book when I visited there. 
The day after I arrived in New York 
City, I went straight to the tem- 
ple to get the book and the mag- 
azines. The devotee who opened 
the door was very nice and ex- 
plained what the Guru Hoax and 
The Final Order were all about. 
After that, he took me to Tompkins 
Square Park where there was a 
plaque, dedicated by the IRM and 
the Mayor of New York, at the tree 
where Srila Prabhupada did his 
first public kirtan. I felt ecstat- 
ic, and after that we went back to 
the temple where I got an invita- 
tion to the Sunday feast. 

Another great experience was 
that at the temple I met the person 
who was kind of "responsible" for 
getting me interested in Krishna 
consciousness in the first place, 
and that was Jayananda Das, the 
famous singer of the legendary 
Cro-Mags, the band I mentioned 
at the beginning of my story (see 
BTP3 for profile of Jayananda - ed.). 
That Sunday I went to the Sunday 
feast and it was the best experi- 
ence I ever had. After all this time 
I finally felt like I had come home. 

I feel my spiritual life has now 
truly begun since I found out that 
Srila Prabhupada is still alive in 
his teachings, his books and the 
devotees who are actually fol- 
lowing his order. For me it was 
a great motivation to know that 
Srila Prabhupada is still availa- 
ble for us as Guru and that made 
me seriously start to chant my 
rounds again. Somehow I always 
felt that Srila Prabhupada was my 
Guru, but I had to go all the way 
around first via ISKCON and then 
the Gaudiya Matha to finally un- 
derstand it, and thanks to the IRM 
I got my eyes opened so I finally 
could see what was going on. 

Once I returned'to Holland, I 
got in touch with BTP editor and 
IRM founder Krishnakant, who 
put me in touch with other IRM 
devotees in Holland. Gradually 
we have come together and set

up an IRM branch in Amsterdam, 
and translated and printed the 
Back To Prabhupada Special Issue 
in Dutch, just in time for the 
Amsterdam Ratha Yatra festival! 
Here, myself and others, includ- 
ing Bhakta Jan from Germany, dis- 
tributed the Dutch BTP which was 
well received by many devotees. 
The Dutch IRM group also now 
meets regularly and holds pro- 
grams. 

Currently, in addition to my 
career as a musician, I also hold 
down a full-time job. Every time 
I do shows with my band I distrib- 
ute Srila Prabhupada's books. The 
band is a "straightedge hardcore" 
band. This means we are a hard- 
core punk rock band that rejects 
the self-destructive lifestyle most 
punk rockers are caught up in. We 
abstain from any kind of intoxica- 
tion and meat-eating. So this is 
where Krishna Consciousness can 
be preached. I preach on stage to 
the audience that it's great to have 
a clear mind but what are you go- 
ing to do with it? As long as you 
keep filling your so-called clear 
mind with all the lies they tell you 



on TV and the empty promises 
the commercials are trying to sell 
us, our minds and hearts are still 
polluted. So we have to take ad- 
vantage of this human form of life, 
and rise above a lifestyle of greed, 
selfishness and exploitation. In 
this way I introduce a lot of hard- 
core kids to the teachings of Srila 
Prabhupada, but not without tell- 
ing them about the IRM and warn- 
ing them they should not run to 
the nearest ISKCON temple and 
get tricked by some self-made 
bogus gurus, but rather that Srila 
Prabhupada is their true Guru. 

I have gotten so much inspira- 
tion from the IRM and have nev- 
er felt so close to Srila Prabhupada 
and his teachings before. I hope 
to ease up on my work commit- 
ments to devote more time to 
help the growing IRM group here 
in Amsterdam and do whatever is 
necessary to further the mission 
of the IRM.

In the last issue of Back To Prabhupada, we quoted ISKCON GBC voted-in guru His Grace Ravindra Svarupa Das, in his role as GBC Chairman, 
stating in the ISKCON Communications Journal with reference to the sannyasa ashram (renounced, monastic order) in ISKCON : "The re- 
nounced order of life has come to be called the denounced order of life - we hear that all the time" Below we present some of Srila 
Prabhupada's instructions regarding the sannyasa ashram, beginning with him outlawing the ashram in the year of his departure: 



Sannyasa ashram outlawed in 
ISKCON after 1977 

"If you talk in the modern so- 
ciety they will laugh: "What non- 
sense this man is... 'By sex life one 
becomes conditioned'. " They can - 
not understand. Hare Krsna...This 
should be strictly outlawed, no 
more sannyasis. And those sann- 
yasis who have fallen, you get them 
married, live like a... No more this 
showbottle, cheating. It is very ludi- 
crous. Even there is a promise that 
"We shall not fall down again" that 
is also not believable. What is the 
use?" 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, 7/1/77) 

"And this kind of hypocrisy- 
theyhave taken sannyasa and mix- 
ing with woman. This is not to be al- 
lowed. If you want woman you get 
yourself married, live respectfully. 
We have no objection. But this hy- 
pocrisy should be stopped. There 
have been so many fallen down. 
First of all there will be no san- 
nyasi anymore. I have got very 
bad experience. And at least, we 



are not going to create new san- 
nyasis. And those who have fallen 
down, let them marry, live like re- 
spectable gentlemen. I have no ob- 
jection. [...] Get one wife and live 
like a gentleman. Similarly woman. 
Live with one husband fastidious- 
ly, with children. What is the wrong 
there? We have so many grhastha 
devotees. [...] But what is this non- 
sense that you take sannyasa and 
make relation with...? This should 
be completely stopped" 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, 7/1/77) 

"And we discussed the sann- 
yasa recommendations. [...] And 
for next year no recommendations 
were made" 

(Room Conversation GBC Members, 2nd 
and 3rd March, 1977) 

Sannyasis forbidden from 
business activities 

"Business must be done by the 
grhasthas, not by the sannyasis or 
brahmacaris." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 22/1/76)

Useless activities for sannyasis 

"This is Vedic civilization, not 
to waste a single moment of life 
for useless attempt. That is Vedic 
civilization. Every moment should 
be utilized. Especially for the hu- 
man being, it's so valuable. And 
they are finding out sporting, swim- 
ming and surfing — simply all pro- 
grams of wasting time, especial- 
ly in the Western countries. How 
much they have invented, I see only 
and laugh. The elderly men of your 
age, of course, maybe my age also, 
they are swimming and surfing" 
(Srila Prabhupada Morning Walk, 
11/11/75) 

"We are not interested in 
these things like hatha-yoga 
and swimming. We do not en- 
courage such useless activities"

Sannyasis living at the

"You are going against the system 
of guru, because why don't we 
keep Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati 
as guru rather than Prabhupada? 
Yes, this is because we require a 
living guru for going to Krishna." 
-Srinadh, Andhra Pradesh, India 

Editor replies: Firstly, please 
note that the "system of guru" 
is whatever our Guru, Srila 
Prabhupada, says the system 
is. On July 9th, 1977, Srila 
Prabhupada issued a signed 
directive to all GBCs and Temple 
Presidents establishing the ritvik 
system of managing initiations 
for ISKCON. Thus, those who 
disbanded this system without 
authorisation are the ones who 
are "going against the system of 
guru". 

We cannot keep Srila 
Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvati, or 
anyone elseforthat matter, as our 
diksa Guru for the simple reason 
that we are only authorised to 
receive initiation from the current 
link spiritual master: 

"[...] one should approach 
the current link, or spiritual 
master, in the chain of disciplic 
succession." 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam, 2.9.7, purport) 

Srila Prabhupada cannot 
cease being the current link 
for ISKCON simply due to 
his disappearance, when he 
continues to live as the Guru 
through his words: 

"So although a physical 
body is not present, the 
vibration should be accepted 
as the presence of the Spiritual 
Master, vibration. What we have 
heard from the Spiritual Master, 
that is living." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 13/1/69) 

Rather, to cease being the 
current link, Srila Prabhupada 
would need to authorise someone 
to succeed him as the initiating 
spiritual master for ISKCON, but 
there is no record of this having 
happened. 



"What this magazine has done is: 

1. Created a doubt in Krishna 
consciousness itself 

2. Led to a rethink of accepting 
a spiritual master. 

Point 2 above causes point I 
(doubt in the entirety of Krishna 
consciousness itself). Is this the 
ultimate aim of this newsletter?

Editor replies: 

A) Krishna consciousness is 
the process of accepting the bona 
fide spiritual master, whose name 
is Srila Prabhupada. 

B) Anything which does 
not preach this, such as the 
acceptance of rogue, imposter 
guru hoaxers, is actually anti- 
Krishna conscious, and takes us 
away from the process of genuine 
Krishna consciousness. 

BTP very clearly advocates 
point A, and warns people against 
point B. 

Therefore, the magazine can 
only have created a doubt in 
you about process 2, accepting 
a bogus spiritual master, and 
therefore has created a doubt 
not in Krishna consciousness, 
but in a deviant path which 
is masquerading as Krishna 
consciousness. Only if Krishna 
consciousness was defined as 
NOT accepting the bona fide 
spiritual master, Srila Prabhupada, 
could the magazine lead to 
creating a doubt in Krishna 
consciousness itself.

Editor replies: You say that 
BTP is "not constructive". Firstly, 
please point out one statement 
from the magazine which does 
not state fact or truth. And if 
everything we have stated is 
true, then we would simply be 
preaching the truth about Srila 
Prabhupada, and every Vaisnava 
would have to agree that this is 
the most constructive activity!

And that spiritual master is 
Srila Prabhupada, not any unau- 
thorised pretender, whether in- 
side or outside of ISKCON.

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New guru, old arguments: Case study of H.H, 



One of the most recently add- 
ed gurus to the ISKCON GBC 
(Governing Body Commission)'s 
list of 80+ voted-in gurus is HH 
Janananda Goswami (hencefor- 
ward referred to as "Maharaja"). 
Being a new kid on the block, 
to try and establish himself, 
Maharaja has attempted to do 
something which very few gurus 
in ISKCON dare to do anymore: 
attack the IRM's position philo- 
sophically in writing. However, in 
attempting to do so, he has sim- 
ply recycled the same old discred- 
ited arguments, already defeated 
many years ago. So, in addition to 
being a "new" guru, he also shows 
himself to be very new to the de- 
bate as well. As usual, we shall en- 
close his quotes in a box, with our 
responses following underneath. 
All his comments are taken from 
two letters he wrote on the sub- 
ject, which have been forwarded 
onto us. 

No guru succession 

"The conversation with Tamal 
was referring to the assumption 
that the 1 1 rtviks chosen to 
initiate on Prabhupada's behalf 
during his presences did not 
automatically become the next 
acaryas or initiating spiritual 
masters. Mostly everyone agrees 
with this. At the same time that 
doesn't in any way justify the 
rtvik philosophy. [...] Mistakes 
may have been made in how we 
went about it - jumping in like a 
bull at the gate. Overwhelmed 
with the position etc." 

1) The 11 ritviks DID 
automatically become the next 
initiating spiritual masters, and 
they are still accepted as such 
today. None of the 1 1 ritviks who 
unauthorisedly automatically 
became initiating spiritual 
masters were ever removed for 
committing this "mistake", but 
rather were allowed to authorise 
new gurus via the GBC's voting 



system, of which Maharaja 
himself is a beneficiary. Rather, 
apart from those of the 1 1 ritviks 
who fell down, the others are 
still regarded today as bona fide 
gurus whose guru positions were 
correctly acquired. 

2) If the 1 1 ritviks were not 
automatically meant to become 
initiating spiritual masters, then 
obviously they would have to 
stay as ritviks, since there is no 
authority for them to change their 
position. 

The law - Part 1 

" "But as a matter of etiquette 
it is the custom that during the 
lifetime of your Spiritual master 
you bring the prospective 
disciples to him, and in his 
absence or disappearance you 
can accept disciples without 
any limitation. This is the law of 
disciplic succession" (Letter to 
Tusta Krishna, 2/12/75) [...] The 
law of disciplic succession refers 
to the second part - after the 
spiritual master's departure one 
can initiate without restriction. It 
seems quite simple - maybe too 
simple for some. Prabhupada 
once said Krishna consciousness 
is so simple you may miss it." 

Yes, Maharaja does miss a very 
simple point, that the first and 
second part of the first sentence 
in the quote are linked by the 
simple word "and", and then Srila 
Prabhupada refers to the whole 
sentence by saying "THIS" is the 
"law". And ISKCON definitely have 
missed this "simple" point since 
they do not follow this "law", by 
allowing disciples to initiate in the 
presence of their gurus. And the 
"law" only states the time period 
when it is, and is not, permissible 
to initiate. What we require is 
Srila Prabhupada exercising this 
law by authorising his disciples 
to initiate, something which 
Maharaja has just admitted was 
never done, since the 11 ritviks 



automatically becoming initiating 
spiritual masters was actually a 
"mistake". 

The law -Part 2 

"Now here are a few other 
quotes for consideration at least. 
[...] "Those possessing the title 
of Bhaktivedanta will be allowed 
to initiate disciples. Maybe by 
1975, all of my disciples will be 
allowed to initiate and increase 
the numbers of the generations. 
That is my program." (Letter to 
Hamsaduta, 3/1 2/68)" 

Having just quoted a 
letter from 1975 wherein Srila 
Prabhupada states it is part of 
the "law" to NOT initiate in the 
presence of the Guru, Maharaja 
then contradicts himself by 
offering a quote where Srila 
Prabhupada speaks of initiations 
happening in 1975 as evidence 
that diksa (initiating) gurus were 
authorised! Obviously to stay 
consistent, the above quote can 
only be speaking of his disciples 
being authorised to initiate others 
on his behalf as ritviks, since they 
would be initiating in his presence. 
And, of course, that is exactly what 
came to pass in 1977. 

For the 350th time - Go home! 

"Caitanya Mahaprabhu says, 
amara ajnaya guru hana tara 
'sarva-desa:"0 My dear disciples, 
I tell you that you, all of you, 
become spiritual master. Simply 
you carry out My order. That's all." 
"And what is Your order?" "The 
order is the same: yare dekha, 
tare kaha 'krsna'-upadesa [Cc. 
Madhya 7.128]. (Lecture, 5/9/69) 
Prabhupada quoted this verse 
more than 350 times in the 
books and recordings alone." 

Yes, that is correct. However, it 
does not help Maharaja justify his 
position of taking disciples, since 
Srila Prabhupada also explained 
how one is supposed to execute 



the above order in the purports to 
the above verse: 

"Many people come and 
inquire whether they have to 
give up family life to join the 
Society, but that is not our 
mission. [...] That is, one should 
stay at home, chant the Hare 
Krsna mantra and preach the 
instructions of Krsna as they 
are given in the Bhagavad- 
gita and Srimad-Bhagavatam. 
[...] It is best not to accept any 
disciples . One has to become 
purified at home by chanting 
the Hare Krsna maha-mantra 
and preaching the principles 
enunciated by Sri Caitanya 
Mahaprabhu." 
(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Madhya-lila 
7:128, 130, purport, emphasis added) 

Thus, to act as spiritual master 
means to stay at home, chant 
Hare Krishna to become purified, 
and not accept any disciples. So 
let Maharaja and all the other 80 
unauthorised gurus go back to 
their family homes and not move 
from there, simply chant Hare 
Krishna, and not take any disciples, 
and we will all be happy! 

The Will 

"2. Each temple will be an 
ISKCON property and will be 
managed by three executive 
directors. The system of 
management will continue as 
it is now and there is no need 
of any change." (Last Will and 
Testament of Srila Prabhupada)." 
The statement that the system of 
management should continue 
without change refers to the 
subject in point - ownership 
of ISKCON properties and the 
position of the GBC." 

Again, this is just some more 
wishful thinking by Maharaja. 
The Will only says "THE system of 
management", not "This system 
of management", or "The system 
of management only affecting 
properties and the position

of the GBC", or "The system of 
management as given 30 years 
later by Janananda Goswami" 
etc. Therefore, "The system 
of management" refers to the 
system of management as it 
was during Srila Prabhupada's 
physical presence, which 
must necessarily include how 
initiations would be managed, 
which when the Will came into 
effect was via the ritvik system set 
up a few months earlier on July 
9th, 1977, and which would now 
"continue" without "any change". 

July 9th, 1977 Letter 

"All this letter proposes or 
even changes was to whom 
the recommendations would 
be sent from now on. Read it 
carefully. It mentions nothing 
about changing the system of 
initiation or establishing a new 
one." 

We could not agree more that 
there is no mention of changing 
the system of initiation or 
establishing a new one. And what 
was the only system of initiation 
in ISKCON that everyone had 
known from day one? Everyone 
gets initiated by Srila Prabhupada, 
with his disciples usually helping 
in the initiation rituals. Maharaja's 
statement simply begs the 
question that when did Srila 
Prabhupada change THIS system 
of initiation or establish a new 
one? He hasalready admitted that 
what did occur, with the 1 1 ritviks 
becoming gurus automatically, 
was a "mistake". 

So where is the order from 
Srila Prabhupada for these 1 1 
ritviks to: 

a) give up being ritviks; 

b) change into diksa gurus; 

c) authorise other gurus via a 
voting system; 

since steps a-c is actually what 
happened (known collectively 
as the "Great Guru Hoax, parts 
1 and 2")? No order from Srila 



Prabhupada which encompasses 
all these above 3 steps has ever 
been presented by the GBC or by 
Maharaja. 

Offending Srila Prabhupada 

"Another thing is that quite 
likely the rtvik proposal would 
not have been present had it not 
been for failure on the part of the 
initiating gurus. It wasn't even 
discussed before that and for 
a total change based on a very 
indecisive letter, to take place 
due to this, lacks real substance." 

The ritvik proposal was always 
present, from the very day Srila 
Prabhupada authorised it in 
writing on July 9th, 1977, and it 
is because the GBC did not follow 
it that there was "failure on the 
part of the initiating gurus". That 
it was not discussed was due 
to disobedience by the Society. 
To call this proposal of Srila 
Prabhupada's "indecisive" is very 
offensive to Srila Prabhupada, 
since it is claiming that Srila 
Prabhupada was confused, and 
did not know what he wanted 
to do, and therefore he had his 
secretary send out an indecisive 
order on his behalf. 

In addition to being offensive 
to Srila Prabhupada, Maharaja's 
assertion is also hypocritical, 
because when it suits him 
Maharaja is also happy to claim 
that the contents of the letter are 
actually quite clear and decisive, 
as quoted in the last section: 

"All this letter proposes or 
even changes was to whom the 
recommendations would be sent 
from now on. Read it carefully." 

Straw man 

"Initiation is a necessity at 
some point but it's both the 
disciple and guru's choice. It 
can't be force on the guru. 
Hey Prabhupada I am your 
disciple now accept me. 
And here is my name...." 




Srila Prabhupada: 

"The GBC should all be 
the instructor gurus. I am 
the initiator guru, and you 
should be the instructor 
guru" (Letter, August 4th, 1975) 



Here Maharaja states a 
"straw man" argument, which 
is attributing something to 
the ritvik position which is not 
actually advocated by the ritvik 
position. We are not proposing 
that anything is forced on Srila 
Prabhupada. We are simply 
saying thatthe system which Srila 
Prabhupada himself established 
for ISKCON on July 9th, 1977 be 
practiced. At this time he gave 
full power of attorney to the 
ritviks to accept disciples on his 
behalf without consulting him, 
and hence Srila Prabhupada has 
already exercised his choice: 

Srila Prabhupada: "So without 

waiting for me, wherever you 

consider it is right... That will 

depend on discretion." 

Tamala Krishna: "On discretion." 

Prabhupada: "Yes." 

Tamala Krishna: "That's for first 

and second initiations." 

Prabhupada: "Hm." 

(Room Conversation, July 7th, 1977) 

So to follow this system is 
not "forcing" something on Srila 
Prabhupada, rather it is called 
"following the order of the 
spiritual master". Obviously, since 
this has been an alien concept for 
Maharaja and his guru colleagues 
for the last 30 years, we can 
understand why he would be 
confused! 



Janananda Goswami: 'We are 
the initiator gurus. Srila Prabhupada 
is only the instructor guru.' 



Siksa guru contradiction 

"How I understand the situation 
realistically in ISKCON is that the 
position of Srila Prabhupada 
as the s/7csa guru of all must 
be emphasised. [...] At least 
in Prabhupada's purports he 
mentions that generally the 
siksa guru becomes the diksa 
guru. The siksa guru in our 
movement refers to all the 
followers of Prabhupada also 
and the one who inspires the 
devotee most to follow the 
instruction of Prabhupada 
would be the natural choice of 
diksa!' 

Having said that Srila 
Prabhupada's position as 
everyone's siksa (instructing) 
guru must be emphasised, and 
that the s;7csa guru generally then 
becomes the diksa Guru, any 
straight-thinking person would 
conclude from this that Srila 
Prabhupada is the natural choice 
ofc//7csaGuru. Not Maharaja. He 
concludes from this the exact 
opposite, that Srila Prabhupada 
is therefore NOT thediksa Guru! 

Conclusion 

In addition to being a case 
study of Maharaja, the above 
analysis also serves as a case study 
of how the ISKCON gurus are still 
trying to dupe innocent persons 
into becoming their disciples by 
using the false arguments which 
were discredited and defeated 
long ago. Hence, it is important 
for every person who comes into 
contact with ISKCON to read BTP 
so that they may be forewarned 
and forearmed against the lies 
they will hear.

I ut in order to improve our 
'attendance and attitudes 
at the daily guru-puja, we have 
to realize that Srila Prabhupada 
is present. We must pray for 
that realization. We should 
know that he is present on 
the vyasasana; and we should 
know that he is pleased by our 
enthusiastic participation. It 
is not a dull routine, but an 
opportunity to daily meet and 
glorify Srila Prabhupada in the 
most appropriate way." 
[Srila Prabhupada' s Pastimes, Satsvarupa 
dasa Goswami, Gita-nagari Press) 

So, according to one of the 
original 1 1 ISKCON guru hoaxers, 
Satsvarupa Das, Srila Prabhupada 
is present before us and we can 
meet him everyday. Which then 
begs the question why he cannot 
still act as our diksa (initiating) 
Guru if he is present before us and 
we can meet him? 

Such contradictions are par 
for the course, when one concocts 
a philosophy as one goes along 
(and we have given many such 
examples in previous issues), 
which seeks specifically to satisfy 
everyone that ISKCON is "keeping 
Srila Prabhupada in the centre", 
whilst at the same time claiming 
that we still need to accept their 
all worshipful gurus. 



ISKCON guru hypocrisy - 2 

"This is the first time in 
Vaisnava history that we see 
a functioning worldwide in- 
stitution with a committee in 
charge. We are in uncharted wa- 
ters! But one thing is clear. Srila 
Prabhupada did say we should 
keep the Acarya in the center. 
[...] If one of his followers, who 
happens to have the duty of in- 
itiating in his ISKCON society, 
undermines or minimizes the 
instructions found in his books 
and lectures then how can we 
expect a sincere Iskcon devo- 
tee not to protest, even if the 
one minimizing him happens to 
have given him initiation?" 
(HH Trivikrama Swami Maharaja, 
'Dandavats' website, June 18th, 2007) 

Here we see that in one 
fell swoop, ISKCON guru HH 
Trivikrama Swami Maharaja has 
destroyed the main argument 
used by the GBC and himself (be- 
ing a GBC voted-in guru) to justify 
their unauthorised guru system. 

'The ritvik system is without 
precedent, and historically every- 
one has always had a "living guru" 
the GBC argue. 

However, Maharaja is arguing 
here that we are currently in 
a completely unprecedented 
situation, that ISKCON is an 
unprecedented society, and 
therefore we are in "uncharted 



waters". Given this, it would be 
completely illogical to argue that 
precedent must be the guiding 
principle for an institution which 
itself has no precedent! 

Further, Maharaja also argues 
that it is the duty of any disciple 
to protest against his guru if he 
feels the guru is undermining Srila 
Prabhupada's instructions. This 
means that Maharaja is giving 
the green light to every ISKCON 
member to join the IRM and reject 
their gurus once they discover 
that their gurus are indeed not 
just minimising but actually 
rejecting Srila Prabhupada's 
instructions, since there exists 
no instruction for them to have 
become their gurus in the first 
place! For there is no instruction 
from Srila Prabhupada authorising 
his disciples to replace him as the 
Guru of ISKCON, but there are 
instructions from him keeping 
him as ISKCON's diksa Guru (see 
The Final Order and all previous 
BTP issues!). 

Again we see such state- 
ments are generated by the need 
to camouflage the ISKCON guru 
system with the cover that "Srila 
Prabhupada is in the centre", as 
seen in the previous example. 
Therefore, do not expect Maharaja 
to agree with his own words and 
ask his disciples to return to Srila 
Prabhupada anytime soon!

ISKCON guru hypocrisy - 3 

"It is essential to have direct 
personal interaction with one's 
guru so that one can make sure 
that one is actually satisfying 
the spiritual master by one's 
attitude, one's words, and one's 
actions [...] The guru therefore 
needs to be physically present 
to directly answer the questions 
of his disciples." 
(Sankarshan Das, May 20th, 2007) 

Sankarshan Das, a GBC voted- 
in guru, made the above pitch to 
convince people that the "ritvik" 
position is wrong, and therefore 
one needs to accept him as a 
guru because one can associate 
with him "personally". However, 
since HE has not associated with 
HIS guru Srila Prabhupada for 
30 years, how does he know he 
was pleasing Srila Prabhupada 
from 1977 onwards? And HE 
obviously has not had his Guru 
answer HIS questions for 30 
years either. So it is the height of 
hypocrisy for him to argue that 
we must accept HIM as our guru 
because we must have personal 
association with the guru to get 
guidance, when he himself does 
not believe this, having not had 
such personal association for 30 
years. And conversely, if he has 
been able to adequately associate 
with his Guru, Srila Prabhupada, 
for 30 years, then why can't 
anyone else do so as well? Unless 
Sankarshan prabhu can prove 
that on November 15th, 1977, 
the day after Srila Prabhupada 
departed, he was issued with a 
special, secret, unique two-way 
"spiritual" walkie-talkie, which 
allowed him alone to directly ask 
Srila Prabhupada questions and 
get answers regarding whether or 
not he was pleasing him, he would 
do well to stop spouting such 
hypocritical nonsense. It is already 
bad enough that he has occupied 
Srila Prabhupada's position as 
initiating guru in ISKCON without 
Srila Prabhupada's authorisation.

Fact 1 : In the mid-1 980s, Caru 
Das becomes a GBC endorsed 
guru as part of the Great Guru 
Hoax part 2: 

"4. The GBC gives its 
blessings to those who have 
begun to give formal initiations 
since September, 1985. They 
are as follows: [...] 

7. Caru das Adhikari - Los 
Angeles, Utah" 
(GBC Resolutions, 1986) 

Fact 2: A recent GBC list of 
their approved gurus continues 
to have Caru Das's name, and on 
April 29th, 2007, he initiates 3 
devotees: 

"Then, Bhakta Blake, Bhakta 
Justin, and Bhaktin Mikela were no 
more, but now Bharat Das, Jairam 
Das, and Mekala Devi, as Caru 
returned them their japa beads, 
and well wishing devotees tied their 
kunti mala around their necks. [...] 
A fair number of devotees from 
Utah have been initiated in the last 
20 years, but none from Spanish 
Fork and nearby Payson" 
(Website of Utah Krishna Temple, 
Temple President Caru Das) 

Fact 3: Caru Das attends the 
2007 ISKCON North America 
Temple Presidents and GBC 
meetings as the Temple President 
for the Temple in Utah: 

"North American Temple 
presidents and GBC (Governing 
Board Commission) meetings 
were held in Houston Thursday 
thru Saturday. I went to the first 
day and a half. [...] Friday morning 
Amarendra, the attorney, explained 
the drafting of bylaws in progress 
designed to protect temple 
properties..." 
(Caru Das, Report, 20th May, 2007) 

Fact 4: Bhakta Justin/Jairama 
Das, one of the persons initiated 
by Caru Das mentioned in Fact 2 
above, states the following about 
Caru Das, and his initiation: 

"He (Caru Das) is not currently 
a GBC approved initiating guru. He 
does not support the GBC and does 
not recognize their authority. [. . .] 
The only reason I took initiation 



from him was because he told me 
that although he was not a ritvik 
authorized by Srila Prabhupada 
he would give me initiation on his 
behalf. If that was alright with me. 
He does not allow Guru puja and 
he tells us all that Srila Prabhupada 
is our spiritual master and that we 
can associate with him by reading 
his books, listening to his lectures, 
and watching video footage of 
him." 

(Bhakta Justin/Jairama Das, E-mail, June 
20th, 2007) 

So this raises the following 
questions: 

a) Are the GBC in illusion 
about the real "r/tw'/c-anti-GBC" 
status of Caru Das, having claimed 
on the one hand that they wish 
to protect ISKCON temples 
from "ritviks", and on the other 
they happily invite him to their 
meetings where such matters are 
discussed? Or are the GBC happy 
now to welcome "ritviks" who do 
not recognize their authority to 
their confidential meetings, and if 
so could we get an invite to their 
meetings please?! 

b) Or has Caru Das been 
telling different stories depending 
on who he is speaking to? To keep 
those who he is initiating happy, 
he tells them he is anti-GBC and is 
giving a ritvik initiation on behalf 
of Srila Prabhupada, whilst to keep 
in the good graces of ISKCON, 
and get invited along to their 
meetings, he portrays himself 
as a loyal company man? Either 
way, why are we not surprised to 
find such an air of duplicity and 
confusion surrounding the affairs 
of the GBC and their "gurus"? 

By the way, one practice 
that Caru Das does share with 
ISKCON, highlighted repeatedly 
in BTP, is the trend towards 
demigod worship, for Caru Das 
advertises himself as a "Priest" 
able to perform pujas (worship 
rituals) for "Lakshmi", "Shiva" and 
"Ganesh", as well as for "New 
Business", "Prosperity", and even 
for "New Vehicles"! (see also BTP 
1 1 for further evidence of ISKCON 
issuing "automobile blessings"). 



ISKCON guru hypocrisy - 5 

HH Bhakti Caru Swami ("BCS") 
recently made the following com- 
ments about Narayana Maharaja, 
a Gaudiya Matha guru who is 
competing with the ISKCON gu- 
rus to take devotees away from 
Srila Prabhupada: 

"One of the most damag- 
ing attack is his claim that he 
is the real successor of Srila 
Prabhupada. If that is the case, 
then why did he not make that 
claim for so many years? It is 
only recently, in the late-nine- 
ties, when the leading devotees 
disassociated themselves from 
him, that he took this stand. If 
all these points are clearly ex- 
plained to the devotees who are 
naturally quite intelligent, I am 
confident that they will under- 
stand." (BCS Letter, June 27th, 2007) 

But exactly the same can be 
said about GBC voted-in guru 
Gaura Govinda Swami's ("GGS") 
claim, made for the first time in 
1989, as detailed in BTP 15, that 
Srila Prabhupada had appoint- 
ed him guru by a secret whisper 
in 1977. And this claim was only 
made in 1989 because by then 
so many gurus had fallen and 
the system was in turmoil, and 
he saw an opportunity to stake 
his claim. But BCS never criticised 
GGS for doing this, but rather glo- 
rifies him as an "exalted disciple 
of Srila Prabhupada" (see BTP 14, 
backpage). A clear double stand- 
ard. And, as BCS says, anyone who 
is "intelligent" will "understand" 
the dubiousness of such belated 
"claims" whether made by "gurus" 
outside or inside ISKCON. 

BCS also states: 

"Maharaja may be a very 
charismatic personality, [...] 
So if we remind our devo- 
tees of the importance of Srila 
Prabhupada's role in their life 
and the importance of their be- 
ing sheltered by ISKCON, I am 
sure that many devotees will 
understand and will not go 
away, being allured by him." 
(BCS Letter, June 27th, 2007)

ISKCON guru rules out his own tape ministry 



A GBC voted-in guru, His Holiness Gour (Gaura) Govinda Swami (GGS), who died in 1 996, is eulogized by ISKCON today as a great saint, with his 
murti (effigy) installed in ISKCON temples, and his books sold in ISKCON temples and at ISKCON festivals. To afford GGS such a high level of awe 
and reverence would require the GBC to, of course, also fully endorse all the teachings of GGS. One of his teachings is the following: 

Devotee #1 : Sabda-brahma is Krishna in sound vibration? 

Gour Govinda Swami: Yes. One has to hear. It is not that, "All right, tapes are there, I'll hear the recorded tapes." Sabda-brahma will never de- 
scend. 

Devotee #2: It doesn't descend through transmission of tape? 
Gour Govinda Swami: No, no. [...] You should be greedy. Physical contact is required. 
You must hear directly, not just by listening to tapes. Sabda-brahma will never descend through a tape. 
One must hear from a physically present Sri Guru. (HH Gour Govinda Swami, 'Q&A', The Worship of Sri Guru, chapter 3) 




This raises the following obvious points: 

a) Why then did GGS allow his talks to be recorded on tape for his disciples to hear? Why are they still listening to, and distributing such tapes 
now? 

b) Why are the GBC disobeying the teachings of this person who they have proclaimed as a great acarya (guru), by promoting the distribution 
of tapes of Srila Prabhupada, and their own voted-in gurus, which give no value? How can the GBC claim to be preaching the absolute truth, if 
they cannot even decide a simple point such as whether or not sabda-brahma can delivered through recorded sound vibration?
